THIS YEAR education 
has been identified as the 
number one problem facing 
Alabamians. In the past we 
were taught that a college 
education should be the goal 
for our children. et, 
statistics show only 20% of 
the jobs in the United States 
in the year 2000 will require 
a BS degree or higher. Only 
half of the students in four 
year colleges who enter 
after high school will 
eventually receive their 
degree, and the college 

dropout rate is at an all time 

high. Even more alarming 
is the fact that over the next 
10 years only one-third of 
the new college graduates 
will be successful in finding 
work in their field. 

On the other end of the 
spectrum, we hear some 



voices say students don’t 
need post secondary 
education. These people 
believe the world is the 
same as it was 30 years ago, 
and students can virtually 
enter the work force 
untrained and unskilled. 
This idea is also false and a 
disservice to the people of 
this state. 

The truth is 65% of the 
jobs in this country in the 
year 2000 will require more 
than a high school 
education. Industries with 
the highest annual job 
growth rates will be 
business services, leisure 
and recreation services, non- 

banking financial institutions 
and social services. Two 
out of three firms plan to 
expand their temporary 
work force during the next 
three years as corporations 
continue to down size. 
Women will continue to 
enter the work force in 
record numbers. 

The need for two year 
colleges will increase over 
the next decade as the 
country continues to wrestle 
with these problems. 

I want you to know I 
appreciate your efforts, both 
inside and outside the 
classroom. When you read 
or hear these 
misconceptions, please point 
out the true facts. 
Unfortunately, perception 
becomes reality. It's 
imperative that we get the 



correct information out to 
the people of this state.

Shelton State's respiratory 
therapy program recently 
received notice by the Joint 
Review Committee For 
Respiratory Therapy 
Education that the college's 
respiratory therapy program 
has received national 
accreditation. 

In 1994 Shelton's 
respiratory therapy program 
was approved by the 
Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education, and the 
first class to enroll was a 
joint effort between Shelton 
and DCH Regional Medical 
Center. In 1996 the program 
moved to the Fredd Campus 
and expanded its services. 

Students entering the 
program must have 
completed 30 hours of 
prerequisites that focus on 
national sciences, math, and 
physics. If accepted into 
the program, students will 
spend four semesters or 17 
months in RT before 
graduating with an associate 
degree.
